A.ich .iinl to them \v:is h;ini on Ai)ril 
liUli a bouiicinjf baby boy who was 
named in honor of the patriarch Isaac. 
He was a restless child and it is record- 
ed that little Isaac before he was a 
week old could t'esticulatc with his 
hands and the habit in time became an 
accomplishment to such an extent 
that even to this day he starts a con- 
versjition with his hands. We have 
S lid tl',;;t Isaac was a bouncing baby 
and it was but natural that he should 
develop into a lusty youth. When 17 
years of aije a desire to emigrate to 
that far-away lanci of liberty beyond 
the ocean seized upon Isaiic and he 
came to America, landing at Niagara 
Falls, Canada. There he remained for 
a year and then came {>, Cincinnati, 
jOhio, and (Iroppiiig the German form 
[of his name it was transformed into 
.the Americanized name of Hart. In 
j 1871 Mr. Hart came to HopkinsviUe 
a!ul was i.:iveii empluyment in tlie 
lu'cneral merchandise store of Lip- 
I stine k Moayon, pioneer merchants, 
I who are still rememl'ored by their 
' slogan, "Poor old I.ip and Hones', 
' John. " Even at the tender age of 21 
years, only four of which had been 
'spent in America, a strnnere country 
with stranger customs, Isaac had an 
eye for business, lie had come a 
long ways to get his job and he made 
up his mind that he wanted to hold il 
indeflnitely. His plan of campaign 
•.v\;s simple but eflcctive. He de- 
termined to make himself indispens:i- 
ble in the operdtion of the business, 
:ui<l incidentally fell in love wiih t • 
step-<laughter of the senior nn m! , 
of llie lirm. Itcfuri' two ycaiv; I: id 
eLipsed he had u wife and half mt( i - 
est in the biwinesa, having bought <>ut 
tfie interest of Mr. John Moayon s(K)n 
I I ter he was married to Miss Carrie 
Klein. All of this happened about 
I.S74 and our aubjact'i riaa was rapid 
thereafter. 

' The firm of Lipstine & Hart, ran 
a general merchandise store, lumd- 
ling everything in the lines of dry 
goods, clothing, ii'untrv ijuxiuce, 
hides and ginseng. Mr. Hart wai> the 
travalinf mambar of the flnn, gofaig 
all over the adjacent territory buying 
hiaes and wool and building upa moi>t 
profitable business, which continued 
for ton or tweiva years. Mr. Hart 
liked to (mval aad ha eonoaived the 

idea that it wouki be more to his taste 
tu s«U tiie ttoiahed product than tu buy 



the raw material. Hiiying hides was 
:i protitable business but selling shoes 
I made from the hides was equally as 
protibible and far more agreeable. 
So in 1886 he quit merchandising and 
went on the roiid and there he has 
been ever since. He made good as a 
drtunmer from the very start and has 
changed his house only once in 30 
years. In January 1890 he went 
with Nathan Plant & Co., and has 
been one of the fixtures ol their big 
house fbr 26 years. 

Though he has made but few ch.ant;- 
es in business, Mr. Hart lias made ' 
some important ones in other rea-| 
pects. When he first became a nat-j 
uralized citizen somehow and m some j 
way he fell into the error df voting 
the Republican ticliet but reserving 
the ri^t and privilegv of scratching 
whenever he felt like it. In making 
up their polling lists the Republicans 
usually placed an R. after his name 
and if he didn't come by two o'clock 

. 2r was sent after him. They 
don't do that any moi'c. In llHiOwhen 
tiie Republicans made up their state 
ticket theleading candidate for Liau- 
: lant Governor was Mayor Wm. 
Ueilburn, of Miidksboro, i Jewish 
merchant of State prominenrc. Judge 
O'Rear, who was nominated lor Gov- 
ernor, Allied to look upon Mayor 
lleUburn'b aspirations wit': nthusi- 
usm and in tlie end the .Mayor was 
left off flie ticket Mr. Hart at once 
reaaated this treatment of his friend 
by leaving the KepubUcan party and 
takiiit,' till' cuili^l./ne for tl;c Demo- 
cratic ticket headed by Hon. Jas. B. 
McCraary. Whwevar bo went and 
he went all ov. r Kentucky he pro- 
claimed his new found faith and not 
only tiilked with his mouth an I hands 
but made some telling renuu ks with 
his pocket book— in organizing tiie 
Jewish viiti' !■.!■ McCrc!!', How 
many votes he > iiaiiged is not known 
but Gov. McCi eary was elect'ed by 
more than 33,000 majority, the larg- 
est Democratic majority in 40yaan. 
After the inauguration one (jf hia flnt 
otficials acta waa to appoint Mr. Hart 
a Colonel on hia aiaff, an honor that 
he wore with so much dignity that 
(iov. Stiinley lost no time in Renewing 
Col. Hart's coniiiii.ssioii ,is scxni as he 
went into office last year. CoL Hart's 
uniforms, one of wiiidi ia Avarn in 
the picture at the head of this column, 
surpttMi 111 spieiidur any official re- 



galia herc'torore seen in the State. 
He received many requests from new- 
ly appointed Colonels on Gov. Stan- 
ley's staff for pointers on the subject 
of uniforms and some even asked if it 
would bo i)osible to obtain one since 
his term had expired. Gov. Stanley's 
prompt action in retaining his servicaa, i 
put a stop to these efforts to deprive' 
him of his w8rdrol>e and Col. Hart is | 
still in a class by himself as a Colonel 
worthy of the title conferred by two 
great oovemora. When Oov. Mc- 
Creary visited HopkinsviUe in 101;? 
accompanied by Senators James and 
Camden and the senatorial nominee, 
Senator Beckham, CoL ilart gave a 
dinner in honor of the stateamen, that 
is still referred to :is one of the brilli- 
ant events in the history of Hopkins- 
viUe. It was attended by hundreds 
and no nun went away liungry or 
thirsty. 

It is needless to say that Col. H.irt 
is now a staunch Democrat. 1 le is 
more than that He is a leader of 
great and incraaaiiig iniiuenoe. Aside 
from his politics he is prominent in 
many otliei' directions. He is an act- 
ive member of the Masons, the Elks 
and Woodmen lodges. In Masonry he 
is a thirty-second degree member and 
al.so belongs to tlieKastern Star order, 
the local chapfer of which was nam- 
ed the Carrie Hart Chapter in honor 
of his wife, who was prominent in Its 
or<„'anization. 

I'erionally he is very popular aad 
has friends \TnSk tlie walks of life. 
Onr <>r his warm paraonal friends waa 
i{e\ . .M. A. Jenkena, who was pastor 
of the first baptist Church in 1897 and 
18<)8 and during Dr. Jenkens' recent 
visit to the city CoL Hart heard him 
i)i t ich maiif tfoiaa in tiit maetiiig he 
held. 

As an Elk he has for many years 
had charge of the distribuUon of 
Clii istmas presents to the poor and 
his charity and go<Hlness of heart ha\ o 
endeared him to those whose hearts 
have been ao oftM gladdanad by his 
visits. 

Mis family consists of one daughter 
and .son. His daughter is the wife of 
Max Lowenthal a well-known whole- 
sale merchant of New York house, 
who live much of the time with her 
parents.
